Mr. Wliite'a ar- 
ticle is lliaL of a nowapapur man: rougliiy 
huwii ill outlinu, oloar ami torso. Tho Too 
article ullegoil useless ami extravagant ox 
pendituros in Canatliaii public works ami 
railways, an i^verwlk luiiiiy jiublio ilebt, 
gross politic, il ctirruption aiul daiiyeruus 
couslitulional friction between tile Doni- 
iniun and the provinces. iMr. NVliito ct)V- 
era the sanio ground, extracting etitiruly 
diflbroiit deductions from the liguros and 
atatemonta and making out a rosy case for 
Canada. "It i.s chargoJ against the Can- 
adian government," saya Mr. Wiiite, 
"that aiijco the union of the jirovinces ils 
policy has boon one of bribery through 
the medium of public works; that it has, 
afl ' a coiisequouce, largely incrcaseel 
the public expenditure ;uid tho pub- 
lic ilubt, and that it li;is thus iiu- 
posod upon the peoiile he;i\ \ Ijiiiclens for 
prai'.tically unrinnuiieiat ive investments. 
Tlio coubtrnction of the I nli-i colonial and 
Canadian I'acilic railways and tho eiilargt^- 
menfc of the NWIlaud and St. Lawreiui- 
canals are given a.s illustrations (>f this 
policy. They are referred to sneeriiigly, 
as 'those investments in patrini isni wiiieh 
wore such an important part of tho terms 
of conl'ederation.' The people of Canada 
have no objection to their public works 
being described as 'investnienta in jiat riot- 
ism;' they have been undertaken for the 
development of the country; they have 
resulted in its develoimieiit, and have 
thus been tiie outcome of the host form of 
patriotism. Without them a united 
Canada' Would have been an iuipussible 
achievement." Ele goos on to review 
briotiy tho history of the works referred 
to. The Intercolonial railway, he .shows, 
had been planneil hy the separate i)ri)- 
viucea before confederation, and was sim- 
ply .cousununated afterwards as a matter 
of course, not originated afterwards for 
purposes of political bribery. The St. 
Lawrence canals, he shows, were umler- 
takon a generation before confederation 
was <lreamed of, ami tlieir enlargement 
was simply the result of the coiiuuerci.al 
necessity which called fm* their cmistrau- 
tiou. The Canadian I'acitic mdway, he 
shows, was a national necessity abcjut 
which both jwlitical parties united linally 
ii) agreeing that it must bo constructed 
by a subsidized private cuiupany. .Mr. 
White repuiliates the insinuation tliat .•my 
of the gieat Canadian pi.'.lilic work.s have 
owed their origin or ileveliii>meiil in any 
degree to illegitimate iiolitieal considera- 
tions; he claims them all to bo the out- 
come of national opportunities wisely 
seized. "But," continues tlioMinisterof t lie 
Iiiturior, ••we ari' told thai all this has 
involved an enormous increase of public 
debt and uiinual e.Kpenditure. " The 
main part of his article ia devoted to crit- 
icizing this statement. He rehearses the 
facts familiar to every (,'aii.idiaii I hut oiir 
not public debt was, hv our lasi luilaiiei' 
sheet, §L'L>3,000,(X)U a.s cumparetl with 
$70,000,000 at confederation, an increase 
hi twei.ty years of tfU7,UUU,00U. Of this 
^0,000,000 represents allowances to the 
provinces. Mr. White gives figures to 
shoiV that regarding the balance of 
§117,000,000, the Interchuiial railway 
(831,000,000), Wellaiid and .St. Lawiviiee 
canals (SyL',00(),UOO), and Canadian I'.a- 
citic railway ^^?7 1,000,000 outside of land 
grant) represent together 5ij;il,000,000, ;i 
toUl of 817,000,000 more than the net 
inorease in the national debt, if the pro- 
vincial allowances are loft out. Ho adds 
that the other public uoi ks since confed- 
eration, added to tin- alio\e, rejiresent 
"an aggregate e.xpeadituro etjual to about 
950,000,000 in excess of the neb increase 
of the public debt. " This is all intended 
to show that Canada lias got far more 
than value for her debt. The above is 
all stale in Canada, but .Mr. White goes 
on to put tlie debt matter in another 
light, which is, if not new, 
at least unfamiliar. Ho sjiys: "There 
is, however, one feature of the 
debt discussion which ought not to be 
overlooked. The meiisiire of the burden 
of tho debt is the annual cliarije which it 
imposes upon the people. Now, ileduct- 
ing tho interest received upon investmentH 
(and these do not include public works,) 
the net interest charge in IHtiH was S4,- 
693,902, and in 1H8() it was $7,8.'i7,!);il),aii 
increase <if §I{,24.'i,0.'iH, (Ji- alioiii 70 pi-r 
cent. The net delit, iis already staled, 
increased, includinn the allowanci's to ilu> 
provinces, 5;i-l7, IOI ,'.H;,'i during ihe sanu' 
period, or abmil 104 per cent." Tlnm, 
although the net, Canadian <.lebt has 
trebled since CoiOederatioii, the ml ei est 
on it, which is .all the p(;ople of the eoun- 
tty need cimceni thimisehcs alioiil, has 
much less tli.-m douliliMl. .\gaiii Mr. 
White says; :'.-\iiother way to determine 
the incrorsed burden of tliisdobt is by the 
per capita charge for interest. In 18(JH 
the interest charge upon the net public 
debt was Igl.S!) fifr nij,il,i of the popula- 
tion. In 187H it, had incriNisi'd lo lil..")!) 
per capiiii. In bSHi; it hiid incre.-iseil to 
pci-i tijiilK. During this last period 
pirtctically all the expeiidiburos upon tho 
Canadian Pacilic Railway have been made, 
the. further enlargement of the W . lhmil 
canal has been carried on, imd important 
public works <if a iiiinur ciiaraeter have 
been prosecuted, and yel I he interest 
charge upon the public debt iias only in- 
creased four ceiilH jii r i-njiihi of the popu- 
lation, so marked has been the iiiiproviv 
Hient in the credit of tho country." 'J'lms 
by Mr< White's iiKures, the outcry against 
the increase in tlio national debt comes 
down to the fact that the increased bur- 
den of tho poinilation since confederation 
is 34 cents per head per year, or an in- 
crease of only 2;") per cent. In return 
for this, the jieople have Ihe 
magnificent railway, canal and pub- 
lic works systeins of the country. 
With regard to tlie increase in annual 
expondituro from S!i;{,(H)0,Ol)0 al Coiifed- 
uration to $4»,()0<),00() in JHSii, .Mr. White 
dissects the latter ligure in .1 .found con- 
gervativo way. Ho points out that it is 
$4,000,000 above tho noriiial. thanks to 
tho Northwest rebellion. Thi^n he gives 
tigures to show that a great part of the 
increased nurmal annual u.xponditure is 



due to national expansion nntl sjiecial 
cauHoa. Ho says; "The increased ex- 
penditure of Canada has been due to tho 
growth of tho counti-y and t<j 
the now responsibilities, . such as 
the care of tho Indiana, and 
tho luaintonniico of law and order in : 
the Northwest, the carrying on of public 
works and the cost of their niainteiianoe,, 
whicli the growth of the coimtry haff" im- 
pop.ed upon it.s governuiont. * * * 
Doductiiig tbeso suiiis, which c;m cer- 
tainly hardly be counted in a candid coin- 
pariaon of the cost of governtiieiit in the 
two periods, we have this result now: 
That for civil govorimient, legislation, 
adiniitistration . of justic^,^,tljo mainten- 
ance' <3f the penitentiaries, tlte collection 
of customs and excise, the militia and 
defence of the country, pensions, 111:111- 
agonieiit of the public debt, iiiiscellaiiu- 
oua services and contingoncieB, the in- 
croaaed coat liaa been rather under two 
millions of doUai-s per year for a oouiitry 
ton times as large ...as ... the Canada of 
18e7-^6S'' ■ ' *■ " * ' "'"Itfr. Poe and his 
school of ocoliomiats,' who either cannot 
or do not look furtlier than the bald tig- 
ures of the public accounts, and from 
their pessiiuistic retreat.s brood over 
the story which thesu ajiparently I ell, 
see in those Hguroa nothing but disaster. 
With as much wisdom might tho 
farmer who has added fiu'in to farni,build- 
ing lo building, who has gone on clearing 
and inuler-draining his 1 iiul to add to it.s 
product ivenesa, wlio has been cunipelled 
to invest largely in labor-saving inachiiio- 
l y. complain that his accounts show a far 
larger expenditure than when, a youn^ 
m:ui, he entercHl iiiioii his first vciituro. 
.Mr. \^'llite passes iu\ to a consideralion of 
certain cli;irges .ag.aiusl the govoriiineiit, 
very famili.ar in Caiimla, of tratlicking in 
timber limits, mineral laiiils, etc. Ho an- 
swers them by quoting ihe public rcf.'uhi- 
tioiis regarding the allotineiils of these 
things to applicants, and says: "In par- 
li.'iiuent, on the platfcu'iii, and in tho press, 
the challenge has been given to name a 
single iieraon who ever obtained a conces- 
sion 111 connection with these resouivivs of 
the country, except in accordance witli 
these regulatiiuis, or on conditions that 
were open to the whole ))eople. That 
challeiige remaiii.i unanswered to this 
day. " Similarly ho denies that l.,)uebec 
province has (dit.iined undue coiicessiona 
icu- puriioaes of [lolitioal bribery. Then 
111' ipu-iles .Sir Charles Tu|i|ier's liginvs of 
the last budget speech to show Canada's 
progress since eunfederat ion, and be de- 
fends tho constitution of tho Dominion, 
which has, he says, defects like all liuniaii 
institutions, but can 1h' improved with time. 
iMr. White concludes with a whack .at the 
(Jrits: "That there are elements uf weak- 
ni'ss in tho [lositiou of Canada may bo 
i|nito true, but it.s greatest danger s[)riiigs 
from the spirit of pessimism, of which the 
[laper contributed to the Forum by ISIr. 
I'oe may be pronounced an onibodimont. 
It has l)een.said that, hy agreement among 
lialf a dozen people, the healthiest man 
niav be sent to bed seriously iil. They 
have only to make up their minds that, at 
intervals of live or ten minutes, each will 
tell their friend, with increasing earnest- 
ness and apparent alarm, how wretchedly 
ill ho looks — aiid the thing is done. 
There are now in Canada a good many 
jieople who are engaged in this pleasant 
occupation. At three general elections 
they have been defeated at the polls, and 
in their desperation thoyare turning their 
b.itteries aitainst the country and the peo- 
ple whose coiitideiice they have failed to 
win. Ihil the peo|)le go on in their daily 
toil, witnessing with self-.satisfactioii the 
prosperity that surrounds them, and 
answering from their own inner con- 
sciousness, the gloomy jeremiads of the 
detiiictoift of their country."

He 
spoke of the" fact' that British Columbia 
had not received her duo share of tho 
bonuaes, but thought that she wouldiii time 
receive it. Of the Indian expend- 
iture the' speaker thought it. was 
but just that the; aborigines! should be 
[irovided for. 

Of the million; ',!. 'and a quarter 
a year given, however, tho Indians 
did not get much; too many olli- 
citils had to be kept, and the Indians got 
hut Utile. After predicting a change in 
trade reltitioiis, ami that such a change 
would be of benefit to this province, ho 
thanked the audience for their attention 
and retired timid loud tipldaiiae. 

Mr. W. Paterson was I lieu intro- 
duced and thanked the Liberal party for 
the kind words in the address, and also 
the audience present for their presence. 
He trusted that no offence would be tak- 
en ill the discussion of political questions, 
and tliiuigh mtiiiy wore present wdio were 
not in syiii[ititliy with him, he believed 
they Would have no reason lobe oll'eiided. 
He etiiiie iimoiigat lis as a stranger, and 
praised the liospitiility of the city anil its 
iiiiiyor; he felt at homo; should be de- 
lighted to make his sbiy here longer, but 
it wiiuUl not be possible. Ho tlumght 
Hrtinlford was the best and prettiest city 
ill the Diiiiiiiiioii, and that Victoria ciiiiie 
next. The [iiess, he felt, was a great power, 
but the tendency was to brighten their 
own aide; lie begged tc> be allowed to show 
that in politics he was sincere; he spoke 
of t he change in the parties in power from 
'71 lo '7>S, t'.nd from that time till 
iioM. 'I'hoae preaent remembered the 
i;i eal ! rade iitleatiolia which tigilaled the 
coinitiy ill the time of the last election, 
aiul then the ptiasions uf men were played 
uijoii tu bring about a high protective 
Liirill'. He thought Victoria favor,-d free 
titide, yi'l her r<;preseiitiil ives sii|iporleil 
ihose whose policy was op|iosne. .\t 
s;uiie leic;lli he exptititited on the free 
Irtiile [lolicy. cuiiipiiriiig the ilillcreiil 
tiiritra, tuiil drew ;i very dark |)icture of 
the s ate of the revenue. Many articlea 
now were 20% to more in price than 
ill former times. Sugar, especially, seem- 
ed to be a aiihjcct of inter .st to the 
siieaker, and he endetivoreil to show thtil 
lliat it was now 12.") more in cosi tiitiii 
foriiieriy. .\a regtirded this pro 
vince, though it was not a 
niamifacturing one, its future 
was identical with the rest of the Domin- 
ion, and he lliouglil that our represeiit;i- 
l.ives ahuiil.l ti.isist the rest, so I hat a tr.ide 
in mainifaclnred goods could be bioughi 
abuut. The possibilities of the Ooiiiin- 
ion weie great, but since ihe iiiilioiiid 
|iolicy had been put ill force the exports 
litid ialieii oil", 'i'he speaker iiuoted e.x- 
leuaixcly from statistics, nnd strove to 
show thai the iudilstriea had diqii i eial ed. 
He cliidlelp;cd any uiu- to pro\ e tiial a 
single iiev. hue of bii.-iiioaa htul been put 
into o|.eriilioii since Ihe present parly htul 
been in power; and clainieil that the high 
protect ive policy htul brought abimt an 
overplus of production in cotton goods. 
Ilia iJtirl.y also opposed the high duties as 
Ihey did not titl'ecl all classes alike. He 
claimed all should be s. rved .dike, lutiater 
or laborer. llliistnili- iiK were qiioird to 
prove that the high ttirill' was detrimeiiltil 
to workers; he claimed tliid 5:2,000, 
IKH) had been taken from the 
livaaiiiy for emigrtuioii expenditurea. 
which had la eii paiil into the tretiatiry 
by workera. He believed labor aliould 
be protected, and it was an uiu ighleous 
thing to take money from the imb- 
lic treasury to pay the passage of emi- 
grants who would compote ' against the 
Worker. Ill- eliiiiiied tli:it the .syal -.-m of 
railuay !,'i.iiila was rolleu; that meiiibera 
litid to vote as wanted by Ihe goveniiiieiil 
or else they got no grant a. He believed 
thai meniber.s should be free; that the 
power of government should not be cen- 
tered in a party or a king; but that the 
pi'ople should make the laws. Every 
Ctiii.'idiaii shniild have the right to vote. 
The ( lerryni.iiider Act wti.s referred lo at 
length and he stigmatised as wire-pullera 
those wlij iutrodueed the bill, and in a 
lengthy tirade deiioinicod the whole pro 
ceeiiings; still he said that there were 
some honorable men in tho tory party, 
wdiieh statement was received with loud 
applaiiae. Hon. Alox. Mackenzie re 
i eived high lu'tiise from the siieiiker, who 
spoke for a long time in favor of the old 
leader. The Franchise Act was also a 
theme for tho speaker, who said 
tliat it was bad enough now, 
bill. iiiiich belter since it htid 
been pruned and I'eviscd by liliertils. He 
cltiiiiied great credit for hia Jiarty in the 
mailer id' reviailig, barristers .showing the 
;;reat struggle over the bill during its at- 
tempted ]iikssiige, painting with vivid 
colors the scene in tho House at the time 
and tittempied to show how the conservii- 
livea had been under the act defeated. He 
bei.'ged those present not to feel desjitiir 
beitaiise they were in the minority, but 
told them to wait, and strength would 
come 111 tune; t he appoiutmeiit uf rel urning 
ollicers waa touched on and condciiiiied by 
Ilie apeaker, and illustrationa were given 
of the evils of the .syateiii; he asked the 
audience if I hey werelobe governed by 
such a ayateui, luit supposeil tho.so he ad- 
dressed thought the liberals were lud, 
working in the interests of the country. 
If it waa true that the parties were cor- 
riqit tlioy should bo swept out and pure 
men elected. In spite of what might be 
atiid Kdwtird "Blake was tin honest man, 
and Sir .lohn would trade oil' any two 
men of the cabinet to secure him. The 
speaker claimed that while tho Reform 
liarty was in power thoy may have made 
mislakea, but challenged any iiive.stigation 
of coirii])liou; llio local Libertil A saoeitition 
was also praised and eoniiiieiided fur the 
stand liiey had taken, and he asked that 
the history of the country might bo fitiiil- 
ied by all, aud comparisons made. There 
waa a time when there was no responsible 
government, but now it was different, 
and he claimed this had been brought 
about by the Liberals. Educational aiib- 
ji.ails Were introduceil and received a share 
of attention, tlio Liberal party being giv- 
en credit for all educational facilities en- 
joyed. The Irish question was handled 
by tho speaker in a most fervid manner,- 
he advocating home rule, and thought 
that as it was beiioticiul here it would alao 
hulp Ireland. He claiiviod that idl wrongs 
w ere righted by tho ellorts of thu Libeiiils 
led by tho Hon. William Ewai't GhidHtone. 
[The muntiou of the Grand Old Man's i 
ntiiuo mot with tho wildest applau.so.] ' 
After thanking the ch.drmaii and the 
autUeuco for tho kindness received on all 
hands, he «aid he wont away with feel- 
ings of the keenest pleasuro, and
